WILL NOT HELD TO 
THE CONSERVATIVES 


Bryan to Insist on Drastic Anti- 


Injunction Plank. 


HAS A TALK WITH MONNETT 


Former Attorney General 
of 
Ohio 


Goes From Lincoln to Denver and 
Tells What He Will Say to Resolu- 
tions Committee—Will Quote Taft 
to Sustain His Arguments. 
Denver. Colo., July 2.—Fresh from 


a conference with William J. Bryan 
at Lincoln, Frank S. Monnett, former 
ultGiiivj gci»c:a'. of Oh!o, nrrlvr-! '" 
Denver, bringing with him what is re- 
garded as the latest indication that 
Mr. Bryan does not 
contemplate 


changing his position on the injunc- 
tion question to meet the ideas of the 
conservative element of his party. 
Attorney Monnett says he has Mr. 
Bryan's 
indorsement in his deter- 


mination to appear before the res- 
olutions committee to state the legal 
and 
political reasons why the in- 


junction plank should pledge 
the 


Democratic paity to an amendment of 
the Jaw in these three particulars: 


First, to prevent the issuing of the 


writ in industrial disputes except af- 
ter notice to defendants and full hear- 
ing; 
second, to permit trial before a 


judge other than the one who issued 
the writ, and third, to allow a jury to 
be summoned in all cases where the 
legal contempt is committed ou'sule 
the presence of the court. 


That 
Mr. Bryan has heretofore 


taken his stand on an injunction plank 
containing these 
elements, is the 


statement of Mr. Monnett. and the 
fact that Mr. Bryan requested Mr. 
Monuett to urge their acceptance by 
the resolutions committee is taken by 
the Ohioan to mean that Mr. Bryan 
will be satisiied with nothing less. 


Having recently been the legislative 


attorney in Ohio for the Brotherhoods 
of Railway Conductors, Engineers and 
Firemen, as well as having close con- 
tact with labor views through his 
legal connection with the miners aud 
brickmakeis in the Hocking valley 
strike of last February, Mr. Monnett 
said that he informed Mr. Bryan that 
Roosevelt's 230.000 majority from the 
industrial centers in Ohio and 500,000 
in Pennsylvania were given because 
labor believed Roosevelt was with 
them, particularly on the injunction 
demand. 
"This 
independent vote," 


as Mr. Mounett termed it, today would 
go to an independent 
candidate 


should one be put in the field in the 
event the Democratic convention fail- 
ed to pledge itself in positive lan- 
guage on this question. Mr. Monnett, 
however, is of thexopinion that while 
the labor element of the country is 
asking for notice, jury trial and hear- 
ing before another court, that the 
question of n«\tice is the vital part of 
the issue, andVhat assurance of this 
much of the ilemand by the Demo- 
crats would beVmore nearly satisfac- 
tory to labor tr\n is the declaration 
of the Chicago latform.

into the case. On this point Mr. Mon- 
nett said: "In February last Thomas 
Lewis, national organizer for 
the 


miners' organl'/atious, wrote Secre- 
tary Taft asking for his views on the 
three demands of labor on the injunc- 
tion question—notice, trial by jury 
and change of venue. 
Mr. Taft is on 


record in response to this letter, and 
his response was received with groat 
enthusiasm by the miners of Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, and accounts for the 
Tart delegates from this district. The 
response stated that the secretary 
was in favor of restoring the federal 
statute as it existed priortolS74; that 
he recognized that as the law now 
stands an attorney for a coal mining 
company, a railroad company or other 
large corporation having an industrial 
complaint could make such a strong 
ex-parte affidavit, complying with all 
the necessary and legal requirements, 
as to entitle him Jto an immediate in- 
junction without notice; that there 
was nohing left for an honest court to 
do but comply with the statute and 
grant the temporary injunction. This, 
the secre'ary further wrote, had 
caused great injustice in many in- 
stances to the employes, who had no 
day in court prior to the issuing of 
the injunction and were wholly with- 
out knowledge that the injunction had 
been issued until they were haled into 
court on contempt proceedings." 


Mr. Monnett appears to be thor- 


oughly impressed with the importance 
of the injunction issue, and predicts 
that it has already become the vital 
question for the consideration of the 
Democratic convention.

CONFERS WITH PRESIDENT 


Declines Honor Because of Connec- 


tion With Prosecution of Standard 
Oil Cases—Vorys Visits Taft and 
Then Goes to New York—Candidate 
Remains Silent on Subject. 


New York, July 2.—After a day of 


gossip concerning the chairmanship 
of the Republican national committee, 
it was learned definitely tnat Frank 
B. Kellogg is out of the race, in which, 
indeed.he has never voluntarily taken 
part. 


There were rumors throughout the 


day that Mr. Kellogg had been decid- 
ed upon, and the fact that he took 
luncheon with President Roosevelt at 
Sagamore 
Hill was construed 
as 


strengthening this report. When seen 
at his hotel Mr. Kellogg had nothing 
to say regarding the report, but it was 
learned that during the day the con- 
ference at Oyster Bay in which the 
president, Mr. Kellogg and National 
Committeemau William Ward of New 
York participated, and that again 
later, when Mr. Kellogg and Mr. 
Ward met Elmer Dover, secretary cf 
the national committee, at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, Mr. Kellogg's name was 
tentatively considered. 
Mr. Kellogg, 


however, 
succeeded 
in 
impressing 


upon his political friends that his 
name must not be further considered 
for the chairmanship*. 


Mr. Kellogg's position as counsel 


for the government in the Standard 
Oil and other prosecutions is in itself 
held by him to be sufficient to pre- 
clude his selection as the manager of 
Mr. Taft's campaign. 


Taft Keeps Mum. 


Washington, July 2.—After a long 


conference with^Arthur I. Vorys of 
Ohio, lasting two hours and a half, 
Secretary Taft said: "You can say 
absolutely definitely that the chair- 
manship of the Republican national 
committee has not yet been settled. 
.Xou can say also that no announce- 
ment of a decision as to the chairman- 
ship will be made until after I have 
conferred at Hot Springs, Va., next 
^Wednesday, with the subcommittee of 
the national committee. I hope this 
is sufficiently definite and that my 
^tatement will be accepted."
